Following is a description of events which caused me to file a suspension of 
registration for Father Ronald R* Becker. This is submitted in lieu of a 
confidential record sheet. 



On or about June 29, 1989, a member of our Catholic Committee made me 
aware of Father Becker's resignation from his parish pastorate, Precious Blood 
R.C. Church in Monmouth Beach, New Jersey. The reason given was "burn 
out.' 1 I asked the District Executive for that area to see what, if anything, 
was known by Scouting people. At this point the Catholic Church had given 
us no reaason to be concerned. 



On Monday, July 3, our District Executive repotted that a weekend conversation 
with the Scoutmaster of Father Becker's troop suggested that Father_ Becker's 
problem involved relationships with. altar boys in the. parish* Included, in the 
corps of altar boys were six of the ten Scouts in Troop 1. . Our Scoutmaster, 
indicated that charges had been brought by a * group of parents, but were 
subsequently dropped. After a discussion with Charlie Ball at the Northeast 
Region, I sent the suspension letter. 

It should be noted that contact with Father Becker was only possible through 
the Chancery Office, Diocese of Trenton, New Jersey. Attached to this letter 
is a copy of Monsignor Dermond's letter acknowledging delivery to Father Becker 
of the suspension letter.

Subsequent to the above action, I have learned that Father Becker is still in 
the priesthood and undergoing counseling and rehabilitation under the care of

the Catholic Church. It has been determined that apparently no physical contact 
took place between Father Becker and the involved youth. Father Becker's 
behavior included the telling of "off color" jokes and having the boys undress.
